I am writing on behalf of the Missouri Numismatic Society (MNS) and the Central States 
Numismatic Society (CSNS) as a follow-up to the educational seminar that was held in your Eric P. 
Newman Money Museum in the Mildred Lane Kemper facility in May 2008. This wonderful 
educational experience is still being talked about by those who were fortunate to have participated 
in it.
